THE  RELATION  OP  NATIONAL 
AMU  STATS  GOVERNMENT  TO 
ADVANCED  EDUCATION. 


Extract  from  a  paper  read  before 
ram  recent  Social  Science  Cor  yen 
ttdn  in  New  Yore,  on  rare  topic  bt 
hwimsiT  White  or  Cornrll  Uni- 


He  first  presented  the  derelopment  of 
advanced  education  in  the  country  and 
•bowed  that  In  its  transplantation  some  of 
the  beet  distinctive  features  of  theTGnglUh 
university  and  English  college  were  utter¬ 
ly  loot;  the  dev  elopement  of  the  erstem  in 
America  being  cNp^cially  unfortunate  on 
•ccount  of  the  influence  of  sectarian  con¬ 
sideration,  Whatever  were  the  disadvan¬ 
tage*  of  the  English  system*  it  recognized 
the  great  principle  of  concentrating  en 
do w menta  for  advanced  instruction  ; 
whereas  in  America  each  sect  had  inaiated 
on  having  its  own  colleges,  and  the  result 
had  been,  aa  shown  by  the  laat  census,  over 
a00  Institutions  called  college*  and  uni  - 
verities  under  sectarian  central,  and  very 
few  (p 4  them  even  rising  to  mediocrity  in 
tbeir  equipment.  He  paid  a  special  trib¬ 
ute  to  the  merit*  ana  attainment*  of  a 
great  number  of  the  Professors  seemed  for 
these  feeble  institutions,  and  argued  that 
under  a  better  rystem  America  would  out¬ 
strip  the  world  in  her  university  institu- 
ttom  as  she  bad  in  so  many  other  respects. 
The  only  rev  on  why  those  men  had  not 
made  their  influence  more  materially  felt 
was  that  they  had"  been  him  pared  by  the 
wretchedly  insufficient  endowments  of 
those  sectarian  institutions,  and  by  their 
exclusively  denominational  spirit.  The 
speaker  then  laid  down  the  main  propel 
tion,  which  was  that  provision  for  ad¬ 
vanced  education  must  be  made  by  the 
people  at  Urge,  acting  through  their  va 
riwns  Legislatures,  to  endow  and  maintain 
institutions  fir  the  higher  instruction,  fol¬ 
ly  equipped  and  tree  sectarian  control, 

Under  the  prevailing  system  of  scatter¬ 
ing  endowments  in  obedience  to  sectarian 
demands,  we  had  developed  In  200  years, 
sad  with  ail  the  enormous  of  the  Gentry, 
not  one  uuivemitj  of  tha  htgkaac  rank  in 
world,  hardly  a  single  school  of  mechani¬ 
cal  and  civil  engineering,  and  not  a  single 
laboratory  worthy  to  be  mentioned  in  com¬ 
parison  with  many  recent  creations  in  oth* 
er  countries* 

Lie  even  wen*  on  to  show  that  the  great¬ 
est  progress  had  been  made  In  the  BUtes 
outside  the  origins*  thirteen,  in  institu¬ 
tion*  where  public  grants  hud  been  united 
to  private  gilts,  and  especially  instanced 
the  universities  of  Virginia,  Michigan,  11- 
linoUt  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota*  the  na 
Ilona!  colleges  created  under  the  Congress- 
ional  set  of  1953  for  scientific  and  indus¬ 
trial  education,  and  paid  a  high  tribute  to 
West  Faint  a*  an  Institution  which  show¬ 
ed  that  Govern  meat  control  was  compati¬ 
ble  with  the  development  ol  a  high  tense 
of  duty.  Nothing  could  be  more  unrepub- 
lioan  than  to  allow  a  great  system  of  ad 
vanced  instruction  for  the  whole  people  to 
be  controlled  rnd  limited  by  the  dogmas 
ol  living  donors  and  dead  testates  ;  public 
pro  vision  for  advanced  education  i*  alone 
worthy  the  dignity  of  citiiens. 

Public  Libraries*— ^ We  extract  from  a 
valuable  paper  on  Public  Libraries,  the 
following  summary  as  a  supplement  to  Mr 
De  Pejster's  article  on  the  subject  in  a  late 
issue  of  the  Gaxetti  : 

s 

A  paper  on  Public  Libraries  was  next 
read  by  Mr.  Wm  W.  Greenough,  of  Bos¬ 
ton.  Of  tew  European  Libraries  previous 
to  1849,  were  there  any  reliable  estimates 
ot  the  number  of  volumes  therein  contain¬ 
ed.  Even  at  tha  profit  time  tha  figures 
gi  van  for  the  contents  of  some  of  the  lar¬ 
ger  libraries  are  only  approximate,  from 
the  beat  authorities  oa  the  subject  he  pre¬ 
sented  some  of  the  results  of  the  period  be 
named  as  denoting  the  progress  of  the 
principal  libraries.  The  following  table 
allows  the  number  of  volumes  in  the  un¬ 
dermentioned  libraries  in  the  years  1849 
and  1874  respectively.

COUNTRY  HOME* 

Bin  Manure  is  beat  used  in  compost 
with  muck  that  is  decomposed,  say  one 
part  hen  manure  to  three  of  the  murk. 
Never  mix  it  till  it  ia  time  to  use  it,  and 
cover  it  soon  after  you  dr^p  it.  It  a  safe 
precaution  to  put  a  little  hoe  lull  of  dirt 
between  the  hen  manure  and  the  seed  corn 
and  drop  it  no  faster  than  you  cover  it  up. 
If  hi  composting  the  muck  contains  much 
moisture  it  will  cause  fermentation  and  set 
the  ammonia  free,  by  the  development  of 
heat.  A  bushel  of  good  hen  manure  has 
been  known  to  produce  ten  tons  of  beets. 
Always  save  every  ounce  of  hen  manure. 
It  ia  worth  about  aa  much  aa  guano  if  it  is 
properly  saved  and  husbanded ;  that  ia, 
kept  dry  till  it  is  to  be  used.  It  will  ben¬ 
efit  the  com  crop  to  an  extent  almost  eoual 
in  value  to  all  the  corn,  the  hens  will  cat. — 
Mom  Ploughman. 


A  Strawberry  Grower  state*  that  to 
two  barrels  of  rainwater  he  put  one  quarter 
of  a  pound  of  amaibnia,  and  one  quarter  of 
a  pi  mud  of  common  nitre,  and  with  this 
solution  he  sprinkled  his  strawberry  bed* 
every  night  when  blossoming.

Dangers  from  Impure  Wathr. — For 
one  sample  of  dangerous  milk  a  thousand 
of  dangerous  water  could  be  obtained  in 
almost  any  pert  of  the  country.  Let  It 
never  be  forgotten  that  very  few  riven  or 
wells  are  sources  of  water  supply,  and  that 
miDj  are  as  unsefe  ss  loaded  fire  arms. 
The  shallow  Wells  of  villages  are  among  tit# 
peats  of  the  country,  and  It  is  high  time 
that  a  zealous  and  well  organized  crusade 
should  be  brought  to  bear  upon  them.  It 
is  sickening  in  moat  country  places  to  ob- 
serve  the  uniformity  with  which  the  cess¬ 
pool  and  well  are  made  to  stand  side  by 
aide,  as  though  each  was  necessary  for  the 
other;  and  to  think  of  the  twenty  feet  or  so 
of  foul,  sewerage  reeking  sod  through 
which  the  water  percolates  to  its  fetid  bed! 
The  question  should  engage  the  attention 
of  every  health  officer,  and  will,  in  to  many 
cases,  tax  bis  energies  severely,  for  it  u 
one  of  the  hardest  sanitary  problems.  It 
is  si  ways  posible  to  provide  a  city  or  town 
with  good  water,  but,  in  a  village,  were 
tioases  are  few,  money  scarce,  and  intelli¬ 
gence  scarcer,  it  is  a  matter  of  exceeding 
difficulty.

Where  Carriage  Bnooid  bi  Kept.— 
There  is  a  common  and  very  vexatious 
complaint  from  parties  who  store  their 
carriage*  in  the  same  building  with  their 
horses,  or  in  damp  carriage  houses,  of  poor 
varnish.  This  will  happen  even  after  the 
very  beat  material  and  varnish  have  been 
used.  Then  tbe  owner  blames  the  poor 
painter  "who  baa  endured  the  stiffing 
fame*  of  a  close  varnish  room  trying  his 
best,”  and  also  informs  the  builder  that  he 
is  ssing  vile  trash  instead  of  a  good  *cr 
viceable  varnish,  when  in  moat  cases  they 
art  both  innocent,  for  no  varnish  ever  was 
made  or  ever  can  be  made  that  wtU  eaitft 
the  Ream  arising  in  a  stable  where  horses 
are  kept.  Oils,  by  contact  with  alkalis* 
are  more  or  leas  readily  converted  Into 
soaps  soluble  in  water,  (among  the  most 
easily  saponified  oils  is  tiamsfi,  used  large 
ly  in  the  manufacture  of  varnish]  which 
when  shaken  up  with  a  solution  of  ammo 
melinites  tvhh  the  alkali ,  forming  a  thick 
solution  Of  soft  soap.  Ammonia  Is  a  gas, 
and  occurs  In  the  air  wherever  organic  fer¬ 
mentation  la  Id  progress.  When  a  varnish¬ 
ed  carriage  is  as  posed  to  an  atmosphere  of 
ammonia,  arising  from  manure  or  decaying 
vageUbJa  matter,  the  alkali  unites  with 
the  oil  of  tha  Tarnf*hh  forming  an  almost 
imperceptible  filament  of  snap,  which, 
when  the  carriage  ia  washed,  dissolve*  to 
the  water  and  ia  removed,  leaving  a  fresh 
juirface  to  be  again  acted  on  by  the  ammo 
nl a,  mi  that  the  oil  la  gradually  removed 
from  the  varnish,  lea  ring  the  brittle  gum 
to  look  tike  rosin  and  crumble  away.
